a bleaching composition^ a color fixative composition, a dryer sheet composition, a 
finishing composition, a pre^treating composition, and a combination thereof, 
wherein the laundry detergent composition and the fabric treatment composition comprise 
a coordinated element selected from the group consisting of a brand name, container 
gmphics, a dye, a perfume, a trade dress, a set of usage instructions comprising an 
instruction to use the laundry detergent composition in combination with the fabric 
treatment composition, and a combination thereof; wherein the laundry detergent 
composition and/or die febric treatment composition is a hquid composition; and wherein 
the laundry detergent composition container contains multiple doses of the laundry 
detergent composition and/or the fabric treatment composition container contains multiple 
doses of the fabric treatment composition. 

2. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim I, further comprising a febric conditioning 
composition provided in a separate fabric conditioning composition container. 

3. (Original) The kit of Claim 1, wherein the fabric treatment composition is a first fabric 
treatment composition, and fiirther comprising a second fabric treatment compositiorL

set of usage instructions comprising an instruction to use the laimdxy detergent conqxjsition m 
combmation with the fabric treatment composition. 

6. OPrcviously Presented) The kit of Qaira 2, wherein the laundry detergent composition 
container, the febric conditioning composition container, and the fabric treatment composition 
container each comprise the set of usage instructions comimsing an instruction to use the laundry 
detergent composition in combination with the febric oonditioniog composition and the fabric 
treatment composition. 

7. (Original) The kit of Claim I, wherein the set of usage instructions are on a location selected 
from the group consisting of a pamphlet, a computer screen, a printed ticket, a kiosk, a signi a 
product container, an advertisement, a product display, an Internet website, and a combination 
thereof.

9. (Previously Presented) Akit for caring for a fabric article comprising: 

(A) a febric conditioning composition provided in a separate fabric conditioning 
composition container^ and 

(B) a fi^ric treatment composition provided in a separate fabric treatment 
composition container, the fabric treatment composition being selected from the 
group consisting of a bleaching composition, a color fixative composition, a dryer 
sheet composition, a dnishing composition, a pre-treating composition, and a 
combination thereof^ 

wherein the fabric conditioning composition and the fabric treatment composition 
comprise a coordinated element selected from the group consisting of a brand name, 
container graphics, a dye, a perfume, a trade dress, a set of usage instructions comprising 
an instruction to use the fribric conditioning composition in combination with the fabric 
treatment composition, and a combination thereof; wherein the fabric conditioning 
composition and/or the fabric treatment composition is a liquid composition; and wherein 
the fabric conditioning composition container contains multiple doses of the fabric 
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conditioning composition and/or the &btic tn^tment composition container contains 
multiple doses of the fabric treatment composition. 

10. (Ori^al) The Idt of Claim 9» wherein the febric treatment composition is a first fabric 
treatment composition, and further comprising a second febric treatment composition.

13. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 9, wherem the febric conditioning composition 
container, and the fabric treatment composition container each comprise a set of usage 
instructions comprising an instruction to use the faijric conditioning composition in combination 
with the fabric treatment composition. 

14. (Original) The kit of Claim 9, wherein the set of usage instructions are on a location selected 
from the group consisting of a pamphlet, a computer screen* a printed ticket, a kiosk, a sign, a 
product container, an advertisement, a product display, an Internet website, and a combination 
thereof.

16. (Previously Presented) A kit for caring for a &bric article comprising: 

(A) a first fabric treatment composition provided in a fii^t separate febric treatment 
composition container, the first febric treatment composition being selected from 
the group consisting of a bleaching composition, a color fixative composition, a 
dryer sheet composition, a finishing composition, a pie-treating composition, and 
a combination thereof; and 

(B) a second fabric treatment composition provided in a second separate fabric 
treatment composition container, the second febric treatment composition being 
selected from the group consisting of a bleaching composition, a color fixative 
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composition, a dryer sheet composition^ a finishine compositioti, a pre-txeating 
composition, and a combination thereof 

wherein the first labric treatment composition is different &om the second &bhc 
treatment composition, and wherein the first iabric treatment coonposition and the second 
fabhc treatment composition comprise a coordinated dement selected fiom the group 
consisting of a brand name, container graphics, d dye> a perfume, a trade dress, a set of 
usage instructions comprising an instruction to use the first &bric treatment composition 
in combination with the second &brlc treatment composition, and a combination thereof; 
wherein the first fabric treatment composition and/or the second fabric treatment 
composition is a Kquid composition; and wherein the first &bric treatment composition 
container contains multiple doses of the first fabric treatment composition and/or the 
second fabric treatment composition container contains multiple doses of die second 
fabric treatment composition.

19. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 16, wherein the first and second febric treatment 
composition containers each comprise a set of usage instructions comprising an instruction to use 
the first fabric treatment composition in combination with the second fabric treatment 
con^osition. 

20- (Original) The kit of Claim 16, wherein the set of usage instractions are on a location 
selected irom the group consisting of a pamphlet, a computer screen^ a printed ticket, a kiosk, a 
sign, a prt)duct container^ an advertisement, a product display, an Internet website, and a 
combination thereof

22. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 1, wherein said coordinated element is a brand 
name. 
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23. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 1 . wherein $aid coordinated element is a perfume. 

24. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 9, wherein said coordinated element is a brand 
name. 

25. (Piwiously Presented) The kit of Claim 9, wherein said coordinated element is a perfome. 

26. (Previously Pi^ented) The kit of Claim 16, wherein said coordinated element is a brand 
name. 

27. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 1 6, wherein said coordinated element is a perflime. 

28. (Previously Presented) A method of laundering fabrics comprising the steps of; 

(A) providing a laundry detergent composition in a separate laundry detergent 
composition container; 

(B) contacting said fabrics with said laundry detergent composition; 

(C) providing a fabric conditioning composition in a separate fabric conditioning 
composition container, and 

(D) contacting said febrics with said fabric conditioning composition; 

wherein said laundry detergent composition and said &bric conditioning composition comprise a 
coordinated element selected from the group consisting of a brand name, container gr^hics, a 
perfume> a trade dress, and combination thereof; wherein said laundry detergent composition 
and/or said fabric conditioning composition is a liquid composition; and wherein said laundry 
detergent composition container contains multiple doses of said laundry detergent composition 
and/or said fabric conditioning composition container contains multiple doses of said febric 
conditioning composition. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method ofClaim 28, wherein said coordinated element is a brand 
name. 

30. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 28, wherein said coordinated element is a 
perfume. 
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
